Dairy Products at the Proyincial 


BHxhibition. 


The result of the competition in dairy 
products at the Provincial Exhibition is 
that the West has made a clean sweep in 
butter, and that in cheese the East is very, 
_yery far behind. The complete triumph 
of the West in butter is accounted for by 
the fact that in that part of the Province 
much more attention is paid to the cream- 
ery system of manufacture than in the 
East, but why there should be so great a 
difference in cheese is not so clear. Per- 
haps had the exhibition been held in” the 
Eastern District this part of the country 
would haye been more fully represented 
and have gained a greater number of prizes. 
If so, that is a state of affairs which 
exhibits an apathy that is to be regretted, 
and which we fear extends to the process 
of manufacture and its surroundings, as 
* well as to the mere exhibition of the goods. 
There is but one cure for this, and that is 
that all slip-shod methods and carelessness 
be abandoned and the strictest attention be 
paid by all concerned to the production of 

an article of cheese which shall be of the 
very best quality. There isno good reason 
why the Eastern section should not com- 
pete at least on equal terms with the 
Weatern section, and we hope that thi® 
will be done at next year’s exhibition, not 
_only in cheese but in butter as well. 

For the information of all concerned, and 
with the hope that the record will spur up 
the dairymen of the East to greater exer- 
tions in the fature, we herewith append 
the result of the competition :

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Deak Str, —Though I had not intended to 
use the pres§ in correcting the statements 
lately made concerning myself by the Free 
Press, for reasons I may state, I ask the favor 
of the insertion of this letter. 

It may not be improper to mention that the 
late Dr. Deval, when negotiating for the post 
of orgavist in Bridge St, Methodist Church, 
asked for sufficient advance to pay his and 
Mre. Deval’s passage out. At first it was 
thonght unadyisable to make any advance 
whatever in the way requested ; however, af- 
ter considering his very pressing request and 
his explanation of his unfortunate position, it 
was decided to offer him enough for his own 
passage, In reply to this further correspond: 
ence was received, and his urgent request, 
supported by testimonials of the highest char 
acter, was sufficient to induce the advance of 
£24 stg., which was sent him for his own and 
Mrs. Deval’s passage out. 

After Dr. Deval’s melancholy death it was 
found necessary to provide for expenses of 
various kinds connected with his trip out 
and residence here. After discussing several 
plans the proposition to solicit subscriptions 
among themembersof Bridge Street Congrega- 
tion was adopted. Mrs. Deval having £20 
stg. in her possession, this was deemed a suf- 
fient provision for her safe return and the de. 
cision arrived at was to defray all her other 
expenses. 

So far as I am aware the church never con- 
templated more than this. 


Mr, ©, P, Holton and myself proceeded t® 
solicit subscriptions and were the only ones 
who did so, andI positively assert that neither 
of us either represented or gaveany one to sup- 
pose that the money would be applied to pur- 
chasing Mra. Deval’s passage back, but that it 
would be applied to the expense of their pas- 
sage out, funeral expenses, doctor's and board 
bills. 

I may also acd that we only applied to the 
members of Bridge Street Congrevation ex- 
cept perhaps in two cases where, if 
they could not be counted meuwbers, the cir- 
cumstanve were such as to lead us to accept 
the subscription. 

Mr. Holton received all the money that has 
been paid in, and applied it for the purposes 
named as far as it would go. Immediately 
after the appearance of the article entitled 
** An Explanation” in Saturday’s issuo of the 
Free Press, 1 decided to eatablish the fact as 
above stated in a court of law, and retained 
Bb, M. Britton, Ezq., Q.C., for that purpose ; 
and should certainly have not interfered to 
stop proceedings but for a request from my 
Pastor, the Rey. Dr. Jeffers, so urgent in its 
character that I felt compelled to comply. 


Having thus abandoned the course that at 
first appeared necesaary, I felt it desirable to 
say what I have done, and shall not take any 
farther notice of this gratuitous slander.

districts and 1,701 sub-districts, This 
number will be increased next year, as the 
extent of settled country is larger and the 
number of Provinces increased, In thejold 
settled districts the principal divisions will 
remain the same, although there are impor- 
tant changes, and especially in Quebec, 
respecting the sub-divisions. The Province 
of Manitoba will be divided into twenty- 
five districts. At the present time the staff 
is employed in preparing schedules and 
examining the returns of previous years. 
As soon as the Government haye definitely 
adopted the schedules they will be printed, 
and will take, it is vstimated, thirty tons of 
paper. ‘Twenty-five clerks are to act as 
enumerators in the Census Department, for 
the use of whom a large room has been 
fitted up with countless shelves and several 
long tables with myriads of pigeon holes. 
Five thousand portfolios for filing the re- 
turned schedules have been obtained. 

The arrangements, as outlined, appear to 
be perfectly satisfactory so far as they go, 
but we hope to see provision made for the 
gathering of full and satisfactory statistics 
of the manufacturing industries of the coun- 
try, the performance of which branch of the 
work has not hitherto been satisfactory. 
No doubt some extra expense would thereby 
be necessitated, but this, in view of the im- 
portance of the result to be attained, Par- 
liament and the people would willingly 
sanction. .

‘The Coming Census. 


The Uttawa correspondent of the Globe 
gives some interesting particulars with 
regard to the preparations which are being 
made for the taking of Ske next census of 
the Dominion. 

When the census pf 1871 was taken, 
says the corresponden® the Confederation 
4 of the Dominion of Catada only comprised 
’ four Provinces—Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick, and Nova Scotia, Since that 

time Prince Edward Island and British 
Columbia have been admitted into the 
Union, Manitoba created, and the North- 
West Territories and Keewatin organized. 
The result of the census of 1871 was made 
known in five volumes. The laat volume 
contained seme valuable statistics called 
forth by Dr. Tache, the Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, from the obscurity of old 
records, and relating to the growth of pop- 
ulation fn and development of the four 
Provinces when in colonial tutelage, or 
even attached to the Kingdom of France. 
Although the Dominion has grown consid- 
erably since 1871 and new Provinces have 
been added, it is not “expected that the 
bulk of the census volumes will be increas- 
ed by more than twenty pages each. 

The census of 1871 was taken on April 
2nd of that year, whilst the census of 1851 
. will be taken on Monday, April 3rd. This

The following extract, respecting the 
topography of the country may be found 
interesting: 


“Switzerland has been divided by nat i 
into seven regions, each sacoeentulle loepepe ad 
the other ; the first, or lowest of which termin- 
ates at the height of 1,700 feet above the level 
oi the sea ; the second, or region of oaks, reaches 
the height of 2,800 foet, and is nuccecded by the 
region of the fir, which rises to 4,000 feet. The 
higher Alpine regions commence at an elevation 
of 6,500 feet ; and above 8,000 feet is the region 
of glaciers, and of eternal snows, Along the 
chain of the Alps, from Mont Blanc to the fron- 
tiers of the Tyrol, there are reckoned to be 
above 4,000 glaciers, many of which are 18 or 21 
tmailes long, 14 to nN miles wide, and from 100 to 
600 feet thick. Altogether, the glaciers of Swit- 
zerland are presumed to form a sea of ,1ce more 
than 1,000 miles inextent, and from ita inex- 
haustible sources flow the waters of the Rhine 
the Rhone, and the Po. Switzerland is also in- 
tersected by mountains, the greater part of 
which are ramifications of the Alps, whilst the 
remainder belong to the chain of the Jura, 
From Mount St Gothard—the Central Alps— 
extend two ranges, which forma mass of the 
highest mountains in Europe. In winter and 
spring the snows accumulated on the top of the 
Alps and fall down their precipitous sides into the 
lower regions, where they often produce serions 
injury. The chain of the Jura presents to the 
eye of the traveller a deep contrast to that of the 
Alps. It stretches in several parallel ridges for

Care of H’ruit Trees. 


A correspondent of the New York T'ri- 


bune makes the following sensible sugges- | they can 


tion upon feeding fruit trees :— 


When enriching the soil so as to procure 
a good crop of corn or potatoes; do ‘not 
forget to apply a liberal dressing ‘to the'too 
often neglected orchard. Rotation of crop 
cannot be followed with fruit trees ; hence, 
the greater necessity of systematically re- 
storing to the soil, so far'as may be’ done, 
those elements consumed in the production 
of a cropof fruit. After an orchard comes 


are slowly starved, and the fruit becomes 
scraggy or small in quantity. Abundant 
crops may be obtained every year by thor- 
ough cultivation, provided frost’ does not 
interfere. Tho barren year is nature’s 
method of aiding the tree to collect from 
rain and atmosphere material for a pro- 
ductive year. It is just as reasonable. to 
expect thata good crop of corn can be 
taken annually for a series of years from a 
field to which nothing has been restored, 
as to expect fruit to maintain its excellence 
on soil that is constantly gro wing thinner 
and poorer in needed material.

The Wood Mountain Country 


To the Bditor of the Intelligencer. 


Woop Mounrain, 
Sept. 9th, 1880, 

I wonder if the time passes overy where 
as quickly as it does in this country. ‘To 
mo it scarcely seems credible that it is 
nine months since I last wrote to you. But 
4 moment's reflection is only necessary to 
convince me that it is the case. You will 
say Tam not a faithful correspondent to 
have allowed such a time to elapse between 
my letters. 1 can plead in auswer that my 
duties have fully occupied my time and to 
you [ know that will be a sufficient excuse 
for remissness, 

Inthe meantime what has happened} 
Nothing of great importance or interest to 
you in my immediate aphere of action. ‘To 
be sure we have all been changed about 
from one post tothe other, and in the gen- 
eral shaking up, so to speak, I find myself 
here, 

Wood Mountain in former days was the 
rendezvous of large numbers of half-breed 
hunters, and from here large parties, (bri- 
gades as they were called) went in all di- 
rections in pursuit of the buffalo. During 
the yeara the Commission was determining 
upon and surveying the International 
boundary line, where this post now is was 
one of the principal supply depots, and 
since the passing of the Sioux into British 
Territory, a detachment of Mounted Po- 
lice has been stationed here. The fact of 
the Sionx having made the vicinity of this 
place their headquarters, as it were, has 
brought it more prominently into notice 
than it otherwise would have been. The 
fort is distant about 18 miles north of the 
International boundary line, 180 miles east 
of Fort Walsh, 450 miles slightly South- 
west from Winnipeg, 160 miles South-west 
of Qu’s ppelle and 250 miles South-east of 
Battleford. The buffalo remained about 
these hills after having disappeared from 
all other parts of the country, and although 
now in American territory are no great 
distance from here. The Canadian half- 
breeds as a consequence atill colisider this as 
their most convenient wintering and trad- 
ing place. A large number now across the 
line will soon return and remain for the 
coming winter, Already they have com- 
menced building houses at the site of their 
intended residence, which being a place 
suited to their requirements will in all 


















































































probability become a permanent settlement 


for them. ‘The spot they have chosen is 
between 25 and 30 miles from here (South- 
east), where there is good water, grass, and 
for this treeless land, considerable wood, 
among it a good deal of hard wood (oak), 
a very great desideratum, as you will 
imagine in a country where it is seldom 
seen. 

The soil in this vicinity is excellent, in 
fact, unsurpassebly rich. There is an 
abundance of splendid water and the grass 
and hay are the most nutritious I haveknown 
in the country ; wood unfortunately js not 
plentiful, although the settler has the con- 
solation of knowing that where there are 
no trees there is no clearing to be made, an 
otlaet to somo extent for the lack Of wood. 
Ooul there certainly is, and from appear- 
ances aby quantity of it.

The Sioux, or rather remnant of those 
formerly on this side of the line, are camp- 
ed onthe Milk river, between the Porou- 
pine creek and a point on the former stream 
known us the “‘ Big Bend,” about 70 miles 
southerly from here, ‘They consist of 
scarcely 100 lodges, including Sitting Bull, 
who from latest accounts is in the best and 
most peaceable of humors. In a conversa- 
tion lately had with an American Agent, 
he said ho wished to ‘‘shake hands” with 
the '*Long Knives” (Amoricans,)—that he 
was tired of war, but he would prefer not 
going to live permanently at an Agenoy 
until he found it impossible to live by his 
own exertions. He concluded, however, 
it would not be long before he accepted the 
terms of surrender offered by the Ameri- 
cans. Ho wished also to seo how those of 
his brethren who were gone to surrender 
were roceived and treated. He concluded 
by saying, ‘‘ Now he had shaken hands 
with both Governments, and that he never 
wanted to fight again,” Altogether, the 
old warrior was most profuse in his profes- 
sions of peace. 

The fact is that he, in common with all 
Indians, would much prefer to lead their 
natural roving life, owning allegiance to no 
government or authority, But they have 
sonse enough to see, orif they cannot see 
their late experionce has made them feel,

Impatience as to Our Life Work.

Let us learn not to be impationt for the 
discovery of our true life work. Moses was 
eighty yeara old before he entered upon that 
noble career by which he became the eman- 
cipator and educator of his nation.  ‘l'wo- 
thirds of his days were yone before he really 
touched that which was his great, distinctive, 
and peculiar labor, and his enterprise was all 
the more gloriously accomplished by reason 
of the delay. Nor is this a solitary instance. 
The Lord Jesus himself lived thirty years, 
during most of which he was in training for a 

ablic ministry which lasted only two-and- 
orty months. John Knox never entered a 
pulpit until he was forty years of age; and 
much of the fire and energy of his preaching 
was owing to the fact that the flame had been 
so long pent within his breast. Havelock 
was for 4 dreary while a mere lieutenant, held 
back by the iniquitous system of purchase 
which was so long in vogue in the English 
army ; but, as it happened, that was only a 
life-long apprenticeship, by which he was en- 
abled all the more efficiently to become, at 
length, the saviour of the Indian Empire. So 
les no one chafe and fret over the delay which 
seems eyermore to keep him from doing any- 
thing to purpose for the world and his Lord. 
‘The opportunity will come in its own season. 
It does come sooner or later to every man; 
and it is wellif, when at length he hears the 
voice calling, ‘‘Moses! Moses!” he is ready 
with the answer, ‘‘Here am I.” 


For while I would comfort you with the as- 
surance that the hour will come, I do not 
can that you should be idle until it strikes. 
No; forif you adopt sucha plan, the cer- 
tainty is that you would not hear its stroke, 
or that you will not be ready to begin at its 
call, The true principle is do with your might 
that which is lying at your hand day by day, 
in the firm conviction that you are thereby 
training yourself into fitness for your future 
vocation. Moses was as observant as a shep- 
herd as he’ had been diligent as a student ; 
and when at length his higher work opened up 
before him, he saw how it lifted up into itself 
and utilized all the knowledge which he had 
acquired in his lower pursuits, He might 
not be able to discover, during his forty 
years’ musings in the wilderness, how his 
sojourn in these wild regions was to 
be of any after service ; yet, as we 
proceed with his history, we shall 
have cause to remark that as his Egyptian 
learning stood him often in good stead, his 
knowledge of the Sinaitic peninsula was of 
equal value, When he consecrated himself 
to the great work of his life, he discovered, as 
many since his day have done, that the en- 
ergizing flame which marked the acceptance 
of his sacrifice, infolded and glorified both 
that which was behind him in the past, and 
that which was beforo him in the future. It 
was because he had been so diligent in the 
two preparatory stages of his career, that he 
was so efficient in the latest and ripest more 
achievements of _his lifo, He was all the 
able—though in his humihty he knew it not 
to be tho leader of his people from their 
housos of bondage, because he had been 80 
faithful and so earnest alike in Egypt and 
Midian.

There can now be no doubt that it was 
the schr. Olive Branch that was lost on 
Hennessy’s shoal. The Kingston News of 
the 5th says :—‘'Captain Dix, of the schoon- 
er White Oak, who at one time sailed the 
Olive Branch, gives the following particulars 
regarding the wreck of the ill-fated schoon- 
er; The White Oak, which left Oswego last 
night, hove to fora couple of hours in 
the vicinity of the Ducks for the pur- 
pose of finding, if possible, some por- 
tion of the wreck of the sunken ves- 
sel. A yawl boat was lowered and man- 
ned for this purpose. After a short search 
the Olive Branch was discovered between 
the Main and False Ducks in seventy feet 
of water at the stern and sixty-three feet 
at the bow, with her topmast about twenty- 
five feet out of water ; and her mainmast 
eighteen feet. The mainboom with main- 
sail and gaff, were found floating on the 
top of the water, evidently having been 
stowed away and reefed. Thejibboom is 
carried away, and the halyards and blocks 
appear to be in the same position as when 
the vessel wentdown, Captain Dix sent 


a man up the topmast of the Ohve 
Branch and bronght down her fly, 
which is now in possession of Messrs, 


Oldreive and Horn, of this city. The 
Olive Branch bad a new foretopmast, 
Capt. Dix, who is familiar with the rigging 
of the wrecked vessel, at once recognized 
her by the maintopmast. Hud the Olive 
Branch kept on a couree two miles south 
of her present position she would have 
been in a direct line for South Bay Point 
but until the wreck is brought to the sur- 
face, if that be done, it will be impossible 
to ascertain with any degree of certainty 
the cause of the misfortune, All doubts as 
to the fate of the vessel and crew of the 
Olive Branch may now be sot at rest.”

After spending two days in Venice, we 
proceeded, by train, across the country to 
FLORENOE, 

There is nothing worthy of special note, in 
the way of scenery, until we near Florence, 
and get a glimpee of the lofty Appenines. 
immediately upon arriving in the city we 
did the wisest thing possible—hired a guide, 
a very intelligent, gentlomanly Italian, who 
thoroughly understands the best way of 
soving the principal sights in the shortest 
possible time. ity friend translated for 
m6 a8 we passed along, and we had no dif- 
ficulty, We told him in the morning, on 
setting out, that we wanted to see as much 
of Florence as possible inaday. ‘If you 
will not stay too long in ths picture gallery, 
I shall show you all that is worth seeing by 
four o'clock this afternoon.” 

After a hurried breakfast, we started out 
at 8 o'clock, The day being oppressively 
hot, it required no little exertion to keep 
pace with the guide. We visited only two 
of the leading churchos, as one tires of so 
much in the way of cathedrals at every 
stopping place, The paintings, sculpture, 
costly decorations, altars laden with gold 
and silver, candelabra, &., are maynifi- 
cently gorgeous beyond description. They 
are mostly built of marble, with wonderful 
mosaics, and tesselated floorsof the most 
marvellous description, The Church of the 
Anpunciation is noted principally for a 
miraculous picture of the Virgin, surround- 
ed by most costly and massive ornaments 
of gold and silyer, gems and. trinkets of 
great splendor, The Church of St. Lorenzo 
is said to be the finest mosaic chapei in the 
world. Its paintings (one of which, repre- 
senting Moses with the laws on the tables 
of stone, took eleven years to paint) are by 
the best ancient artists. The great cathe- 
dral of Florence, the Duomo Campanile, we 
shall not attempt to describe. The Museum 
of Mosaics contains the most wonderful 
works of mosaic art (mostly modern) ; it is 
not very large, certainly ; nor is that at all 
astonishing when you learn that thero are 
round tables in it valued at $60,000. The 
King’s Palace we also visited, and were 
amazed with the magnificence and wealth 
of the place. This nation is bankrupt,they 
say, and has no resources, Well, it may 
be so, but one cannot see any signs of it 
here; they look like the saloons 
and chambers you read of in the 
Arabian Nights. We next visited the 
Uffizi Galley, containing one of the finest 
collections in the world ; here, in the small 
room called the ‘‘Tribune,” is the world- 
famed Medician Venus, the Listening 
Slave, the Wrestlers, tho Apollo, and the 
wonderful Dancing Faun, to which Mich- 
ael Angeloso marvellously restored the

It requires quite a struggle to leave such 
a sanctuary of genius. There are alto- 
gether 1,400 paintings and 500 pieces of

Some of the finest sculpture may be 
found here, in the open squares, in front 
of public buildings, surrounded by cabs, 
omnibuses and their drivers, together with 
hosts of loiterers, who lean against and 
often sit smoking on their base. 


Florence excels in churches, art and 
historic associations; but in other respects 
is a dead, mouldering and uninteresting 
city. The Arno—the river with a lovely 
name—is a muddy stream, andthe famed 
Boboli Gardens are nothing to what we 
saw in many places in Germany. ‘The old 
part of the city has a foreign appearance. 
The new possesses some fine streets, shops 
and public buildings. The streets are 
nearly all flagged, not payed, and most of 
them very narrow. Tho whole place seems 
to be dried up, and yet there are fully a 
score of sichts in it, each one—if you saw 
nothing else—worth a yisit as you are 
passing Florence. Haying seen Florence 
in a day, and the weather being extremely 
hot, we proceeded by night train to 


PISA, 


The attractions of Pisa are principally 
confined to one sacredcorner. There stand 
the Uathedral, the Buaptistry, the Leaning 
Tower, and the Campo-Santo—all built of 
the same marble, all varieties of the same 
architecture, all venerable with years, and 
fortunate in their society and solitude. As 
they stand away from the details of the 
town, they have a venerable and impressive 
appearance. 


‘Long celebrated for her maritime 
achievements against the Saracens, Pisa 
added, in 1063, a still brighter leaf to her 
chaplet by bursting the chain of the Port 
of Palermo, capturing six vessels laden 
with rich merchandise, and bringing them 
home in triumph to her native Arno. By 
an unanimous decree the citizens determin- 
ed to convert this booty into a cathedral, 
to surpass all othersin size and beauty, 
and to be at once a thank-offering to heayen 
and a perpetual monument to their coun- 
try’shonor.’ Nothing can be more noble 
and glorious than the Pisan interior lying 
directly east and west, the long ranges of 
mighty columns, the double aisles all lead- 
ing to the vast mosaic which looks down 
over its vast altar. The rich light pours 
through a hundred windows of stained 
glass. In the centre, hanging low from 
the high roof, is the Jamp of antique 
bronze, 80 well known as having suggested 
to Galileo the movement of the pendulum. 
Scattered throughont this building, from its 
gorgeous and bejewelled high altar to its 
beautiful eastern bronze gates, aro rich 
mosaics, and reliefs, and sculptured apie 
and pictures, and relics of the Hira 
Orusade. 

The Cathedral is of white marble, and 
the beautiful tinta—the work of seven cen- 
turies—produce an effect which nature 
(the finest of all painters) alone oan le 
complish. The Leaning Tower 18 also o 
marble,and looks as frosh as if the sculptor 
had finished it yesterday, and not 600 
yoars ago. From the top thore is a fine 
view of the Appenines. The Baptista is of 
black and white marble, and the two aro 80 
beautifully blonded as to forin a moat atrik- 
ing edifice. 

The river Arno is just as muddy here as 
at Florence, but there is a lovely promon- 
ado on each side of it, up which we atrolled

Probably in no respect has Toronto made 

greater strides than in journalism, It has 
long occupied the position of being the great 
centre of newspaperdom in the Dominion, 
While Montreal was the great wholesale 
centre and Hamilton themanufacturing cen- 
tre of the Dominion, Toronto could always 
boast of having the ablest and most enter- 
prising newspapers. And recently the 
leading papers of that city have taken an 
entirely new departure, and at one bound 
have placed themselves in the frst ravk 
of journalism on this continent, rivalling in 
size and appearance,as well as in ability,the 
great dailies of New York and Chicago, 
The Globe was the first to assume the new 
quarto shape and to introduce the new light- 
ning presaes. But the Mail was not far 
behind in the race, and when it changed 
form, it was so much superior to the Globe 
in its size, peneral make-up and newsy 
appearance, as it had long been superior 
in its editorial management, that it at once 
forged ahead of its formidable rival, and 
became the ablest and leading newspaper of 
the Dominion, The proprictors of the Mail 
are now about completing one of the finest 
buildings in Toronto, partly for its own 
use and for rental. Its own offices front 
on Bay Street, the counting room be- 
ing on the first flat, press rooms in the 
basement, and the editorial rooms and 
composing rooms in the fifth story. It 
need hardly be said that in the arrangement 
and appointments of all the departments 
great regard has been had to convenience 
and comfort, and we question very much, 
whether in any of the large cities of the 
United States there will bo found, when 
completed, a better appointed newspaper 
offi ce than that of the Mail. Its circulation 
has mecreased with great rapidity, the daily 
edition averaging about 20,000 copies, and 
the weekly running up to 41,500, Mr. 
Bunting, M. P., the head of the establish- 
ment is evidently the right man in the 
right place. He has a practical knowledge

city are the Cathedral and the great painting 
“The last Supper,” by Leonardo da Vinci on 
the wall of the suppressed convent attached 
to the church of Santa Maria, 
_ After an carly breakfast we spent the morn-

We commenced the passage over the St. 
Gothard at 8 a. m., the weather rather unfa- 
vorable, which brought to mind the lines :

* Dark lowers the tempest overhead. 
The roaring torrents deep and wide !’ 
And loud that clarion voice replied, 

, * Excelsior |’ 


* Beware the pine-tree’s withered branch ! 
Beware the awful avalanche !’ 
This was the peasant’s last good night ; 
A voice replied, far up the height, 

© Excelsior !’” 


The peasant people, particularly the moun- 
tain women, are wonderfally graceful and 
picturesque, Their costume, in sober tones 
of blue and bluish red, with snowy linen 
sleeves, and bright kerchief artistically knot- 
ted over jetty braids of luxuriant hair, would 
surely be the delight of a figure-painter. The 
children avd young girls are generally good 
looking, some even remarkably so; but the 
women age quickly, working as they do much 
harder than the mea—being, as in Germany, 
literally and truly the ‘ Rearers of the Bur- 
then.” Wo have seen them carrying great 
stones one by one on their shoulders, all 
through the ‘‘ heat of the day,” for the con- 
struetion of a bouse, and have met them in 
the mountains with enormous paniers of chest- 
nuts on their backs, containing more than 60 
kilogrammes (120 pounds.)

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“ Revenue Tanif” and the Presi- 
dential Hiection. 


The protectionists of the United States 
won so decided a victory in Ohio and Indi- 
ana in the olections held in those States on 
the 12th inst., that a decided ‘‘ funk” has 
been created amongst the Democrats. So, 
in order to catch the votes of the very large 
number of electors who have decided against 
the free trade tendencies of thoir party, and 
in opposition to the plank in the Democratic 
platform which contains 4 declaration 
in favor of a tariff ‘‘for revenue pur- 
poses only,” the leaders of that party, see: 
ing defeat staring them in the jface if the 
obnoxious piece of timber be adhered to, 
have boldly thrown it overboard. The mode 

of getting rid of tho declaration which has 
excited popular alarm is very simple. It 
consists in tho Democratic Governor of New 
Jersey—one of the doubtful States, which 
it is absolutely necessary to the Democrats 
that they should carry in order to win the 
election—addressing a letter to General 
Hancock, asking him to ‘‘ set himself right” 
on the tariff question. To this suggestive 
appeal the party candidate replies as follows: 
** GovERNOR’S IsLAND, Oct, 12. 

‘© My Dear Govennon,—I have received your 
tavor of the 11th. In my letter of acceptance I 
expressed my full sympathy with our Ameri- 
can industries, I thought I spoke plainly 
enough to satisfy our Jersey friends regarding 
my tariff views. Iam too sound an American 
to advocate any departure from the general fea- 
tures of the policy that has been largely instru- 
mental in building up our industries and keep- 
ing Americans from the competition of the 
under-paid labor of Europe. If we intend to 
remain honest and pay our public debt, as good 
people ofall parties do, and if we mean to ad- 
minister the functions of government, then we 

must raise the revenue in some way or other, 

With a re-united and harmonious coun we 

shall certainly in time pay off the public debt, 
but the necessity of raising money for the ad- 
ministration of the Government will continue as 
long as human nature lasts. All parties agree 

that the best way for us to raise revenue 18 

langely by a tariff. So far as we are concerned, 

therefore, all talk about ‘free trade’is folly, 
but the tariff question will probably be treated 
with justice to all our interests and people by 
some such bill as Easton’s.. I believe thata 
commission of intelligent experts representing 
both the Government and American industries 
will suggest tariff measures that will relieve us 
of any crudities and inconsistencies existing 
in our present laws, and confirm to us a system 
which will be judicious, just, harmonious, and 
incidentally protective, as well as stable in its 
effect,”

“* WinFigup S. Hancoox.” 

We had hitherto regarded General Han- 
cock asan honorable man, but this epistle 

_ in face of his declaration that, if nominated 
for the Presidency, he would consistently 
adhere to the policy of the party which 
nominated him, shows that, like many 
another, he is ready to sacrifice his princi- 
ples for the sake of expediency. Asquarer 
backdown could scarcely be imagined than 
is contained in the above letter. ‘‘Reven- 
ue tariff’ is thrown overboard, and a vital 
portion of the platform adopted by the 

National Gonvention of the Democratio 

party, and to which General Hancock gave 

in his addherence, is nullified, their candi- 
date now declaring that he is in favor of the 
present system. The Democrats may possibly 
gain the day by this means, but we are of 
opinion that their change of front comes 
too late to assist them materially. People 
do not like to ‘‘swop horses when crossing 


a stream.” 


These events must painfully affect the 
‘principal free-trade organ of Canada. That 
“authority” some months ago, professed 
to see a great awakening on the tariff 
question in the United States,and predicted 
that no matter which of the two parties 
was successful a free-trader would be chosen 
as President. General Garfield’s prompt 
repudiation of the honor which the Oobien 
Olub had thrust upon him showed that the 
prophecy was erroneous, but General Han- 
cock’s'declaration against even a revenue 
tariff is a knock down blow to the augur. 
After their experience in regard to the 
N. P. and the Pacific Railway Syndicate 
howeyer, the Globe's soothsayers must be 
getting used to that sort of thing. We 
now suggest that they can score at least 
one success, by predicting that whoever is 
elected President of the United States, it 
will not bea free-trader. The Yankees 
are a perverse lot, according to our friends 
the free-traders. They are ‘‘ruined” by 
protection and yethug the delusion that 
they are prosperous. Shades of Bastiat, 
Oobden, Mill and Adam Smith, what next ?

A New Phase of ul 
reterdorough Ropiew, Jet, 17.) 
Last evening about five o'loock engine No. 

1 of the Grand Junction Railway Co. drawing 
eight cars arrived at Elizabeth street in Ath- 
burnham, thus virtually making 4 conneotion 
with Potorborough at last. For some time it 
seomed to be doubtful whether they would 
| lay a track across tho atroet and run over the 
track laid by the Midland, but at last thoy 
received instructions and forthwith opera: 
tiona commenced, vyory short 
time the connection was completed and the 
tand ran up on that portion of 
the line dispated by the two rival roads, 
Hero a new difficulty presented itself as tho 
track was blooked by the two Midland care 
which were thrown off on Thursday after- 
noon, As quick as thought, about fifty men

ties whore the track was torn up by the 
off were straightened, and the line was oleared, 
The Grand Junction engine was detached 
from the flat cars and shoved the two Midland 
cara up the track as far as thodisputed terri- 
tory runs, and giving them a ood *‘sond off” 
backed down. No opposition to these actions 
was made by the Midland officials. Although 
they were fully aware of everything th was 
being dono by the other company, they con- 
tented themselves in thinking that in doing 
nothing to prevent these things they were 
carrying out the inatructions of the Court of 
Chancery, whilo in acting as the others did 
they were not doing so, By tho time that 
this work was completed it was rathor late 
but being a fine moonlight night and the men 
being perfectly williog to work they went on 
nearly all night. 

Upon going over this morning to seo what 
had been accomplished during our absence, we 
found that a portion of the track, which had 
been laid by the Midland on a portion of the 
line not disputed, had been torn up just north 
of the place whore the Grand Junction track 
curves to cross the bridge over the Otonabee 
rivor. Early this morning engine No, 2, 
drawing eight flats loaded with gravel and 
haying about fifty men on board, arrived in 
Ashburvham, haviog drawn the gravel from 
the boundary line between Otonabee and 
Asphodel, about eight miles from Hastings 
and twelve miles from town. The train ran 
up until the end of the last car was even with 
the street, when a stop was made and the 
contents of the cars were quickly shovelled 
on both sides of the track, As soon as this 
was completed and the train having backed 
down, ballasting commenced. The large heaps 
of material which were lying on both sides of 
the line were quickly made use of, and the 
ties raised and the gravel packed underneath, 
and the rails straightened until they were in 
first class shape for running over, The other 
engine was then backed down over the portion 
just ballasted, and made it even better than 
it was before, While this work was in pro- 
gress at the southern end, tracklaying was 
rapidly being pushed forward at the northern 
end by another gang of men about fifty in 
pumber. They commenced work at the place 
where they curve off and continued on across 
the bridge, and expect to finieh the tracklay- 
ing inside the corporation of Peterborough by 
this evening at the latest. 

“They area different crowd,” was tho gon- 
eral remark made by many of cur citizens. 
who, despite the drizzling rain, were on hand 
to see the way the work was done, when com- 
paring the workmen engaged at present with 
the navvies who made the track, and with 
whom there were so much trouble, and, true 
enough, they appear to bs of a totally differ- 
ent class and attend strictly to business, and 
interfere with no one and allow no one to 
interfere with them. Mr. Bickford was in the 
midst of the men giving instructions to the 
foreman. Hewas fully satiafied with the 
work done, and says they are cting under 
good advice, He says they will run a train 
into Peterborough just as soon as the track is 
completed, which he expects Il be done 
early this evening. He never says anything 
that will leave him open, and it isa pretty 
hard thing to get any information out of him 
for publication, as he, as wellas the other 
officials of the road, are very reticent regard- 
ing the affairs of the road. 


Mr. Cox, the President of the Midland 
Railway, was then interviewed as regards tbe 
position of his road. Hesays they do not 
intend to interfere in the least. He was very 
sorry that the two Midland cars had been 
thrown off the track designed!y, but wishes 
ft understood that it was done entirely with. 
out his knowledge or consent; and had he 
known that such a thing was contemplated he 
would very soon have puta stopto it. He 
states that it was at the request of the Grand 
Junction Company, that the case before th~ 
Vice-Chancellor in Toronto last Tuesday wa 
enlarged, That the latter Company asked 
permission to run over the disputed line, which 
was refused, and he ordered that things were 
to remain in statu quo or as they were. Such 
being the cage he is of opinion that the Grand 
Junction Company have broken the rules of 
the court, and it may result in something un- 
expected. He would not express any opinion 
regarding the euit in progress, and says he 
cannot tell how it is going to come out, How- 
ever, he is of opinion that his company have 
the best of the fight, os the ( ompavy’s books 
show that they paid $50,000 in 1878 for the 
portion of the Jine disputed and the other por- 
tion as far as Auburn, and this fact he thinka 
gives them control ; 


Mr. Cox aleo informs ua that the managers 
of the Cobourg, Peterborough and Marmora 
Railway, have notified them that they had a 
claim on on the disputed line, This is an en- 
tirely new and unexpected feature, and may 
change the whole aspect of affairs.

THE IRISH TROUBLE. 


Driver Killed, ~ 
Parnell Insi ng on Organization 
of the People. 


Lonpon, Oct. 17. 

A Oork despatch says:—A landlord nam- 
ed Hutchins was fired at by a party of men 
near Skibbereen, county Cork. Hutchins 
escaped, but his driver was shot dead. 

At a large meeting of Irishmen in Brad- 
ford, held on Saturday, Messrs O’Connor 
Power and T. P O'Connor were present, 
Resolutions were passed denouncing the 
accounts of tho state of Ireland in the Eng- 
lish press as calumnious. Resolutions were 
also adopted in favor of a peasant proprie- 
tary and Home Rule. 

Additional particulars of the outrage 
near Skibbereen, County Cork, wierea 
landlord named Hutchins and his driver 
were shot at, and the lattes killed by a party 
of men, show that the second shot was 
fired at Hutchins, who escaped by jumpiug 
off the car. The affair occurred in broad 
daylight. No arrests have yet been m.ae, 

At a monster land meeting at Longford 
to-day Parnell said the sole object) of the 
land question would depend upon the 
eftorts of the Irish people during the winter. 
He insisted above all on the necessity of 
organization. All measures of tha Goy- 
ernment against the agitation would 
fail before a united organized people. 
The Government ~ could imprison in- 
dividuals, but never the entire nation. 

In a letter published to-day, Mr.Forster, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, avows the de- 
termination of the Cabinet to preserve law 
without, if it can possibly be holped, de- 
priving the Lrish people of any safeguards 
of personal liberty. Ho says the causes of 
the disorder lie very deep, and cannot be 
removed without wise legislation, and 
expresses the hope that the law-abiding 
men io the sister land will discourage out- 
rages and aid the Government in its ardu- 
ous task of protecting life and property. 
Although the Chief Secretary in this letter 
is ont upon the subject of the intended 
prosec’ tions, it is absolutely certain that 
the chief members of the Land League 
will shortly be arrested, and the knowledge 
of this spreads consternation among the 
agitators in Ireland. Tho hostile course 
pursued by Archbishop MoVabe and other 
prolates in regard to the Land League 
leaders is meeting with undoubted approy- 
al, und indicates the tirat elements of the 


reaction, but there is an inoreasing desire 
to have the Government propose some 
measures for settlement of the Irish griev- 
ances next session, Should the prosson- 
tions be undertaken, thero ia a oneral 
hope that the less important agitators will 
be unmolosied, and that the proceedings 
may be direct d agaiust the real leaders.

ing locomotive having no fire guard ov its 
smoke-stack may cause loss amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, which it 
would take the best part of half a century 
to repair. 

Forest fires generally arise from careless- 
ness but strange to say loss by lightning 
rarely happens. We gather this fact from 
the evidence already referred to. The care- 
lessness is due to two causea :—First, from 
unextinguished firas in lumber camps ; sec- 
ond, from the carelessness of hunting and 
fishing parties. Persons should be heavily 
fined for lighting ‘a fre within the given 
radius ofaclear circle. The Open space 
should be large and clear from all chips and 
inflammables, such as dead brushwood and 
branches, and the law should punish ‘se- 
verely people who leave fires burning after 
usingthem. Long rows of pine chips ex- 
tending half mile act as gunpowder when 
once ignited, and the flames cannot be 
checked. It is not so much on farms that 
damage is to be apprended as in the lumber 
regions or fishing locations. With this 
undergrowth properly removed a serious 
firé would be almost impossible. The day, 
however, will come when the rapidly dim- 
inishing supply of lumber will force itself 
upon the attention of the government of 
the United States'as well of Canada, We 
can scarcely find words strong enough to 
protest, as we haye often done, against the 
laxity of the laws governing one of the most 
vital sources of national wealth. —Scottish 
American Journal.

Witness continued.—There is but onecream 
ery in the Bay district, where butter and skim 
cheese are made ; the coat of manufacture and 
drawing of cheese was about 14 cents per 100 
Ibs. ; this included drawing milk to the factory 
and cheese to the railway; the nunm.ber of 
patrons of each factory was from 40 to 80; 
tho average number of cows to the factory 
would be about 400 ; the average yield of milk 
per cow per annum for 6 days’ milk was 3,000 
pounds per cow, or a little over 300 pounds of 
cheese ; very few cows are of other than the 
native breeds; calves are soldom raised; at 
present short horns haye the preferenco for 
the improvement of stock; proper attention 
is not paid to the improvement of stock ; 
stable the cows from the 15th of Novembor, 
and keep them until the tirat week in June ; 
feod good clover bay or corn fodder, with some 
grain until they become dry; leave them dry 
about two months; it costs about $22 per head 
for winter feed, and about $18 for the summer 
months, or $40 per head for the year. The 
average yield a year on one cow is less than 
what it costs to keep her, and the profit really 
comes out of the farina; common grade cows 
usually commence giving milk at 3 years; a 
steer bought at 3 years old for $30 and kept 
for one year, would be worth about $50 at the 
end of the year. ‘Tho yield of a cow would bo 
about $50 per year ; so really there would be 
o profit of $15 or $20 more on the cow than 
tho steer, I prefor the English salt, but have 
used the Goderich (Stapleton brand) and found

Other wreckage are supposed to be 
parts of the Alpena, belongs probably to the 
Trader. . 

CurcaGo, Oct 19.—A Muskegon despatch 
says not a vestige is left of the schooner 
Granada, which went to pieces of the shore 
here. There are only two surviyors—Wm, 
Bisaall, mate, an'l Angus Tinklater, the Cap 
tain’s brother. 

The latter reports that the vessel left Chi- 
cago with a smart breeze on Friday evening, 
but thesteering apparatus soon became worth- 
less, The schooner was atthe mercy of the 
waves,the storm hourly increasing in violence, 
Saturday noon the steward and a sailor died 
from exposure, and he himself prayed for 
death. Sunday noon land was sighted, and 
they began to make a raft. One sailor was 
caught between parts of the rocking vessel 
and nearly crushed, but was wrapped in can- 
vas and put ona raft ; the waves washed him 
overboard. The captain lost his hold by the 
breaking of the raft, and was drowned when 
nearshore, ‘Tinklater held on fora while, and 
thon swam ashore. All the rest of the crew, 
number not stated, drowned before their eyes 

CurcaGy, Oct.19.—The steam barge Trader, 
supposed to be lost, has gone to pieces on the 
east shore of Lake Michigan. She was in 
charge of Capt. Brown and a crew often. The 
vessel was valued at $6,000. All hands pro- 
bably perished.

Its geographical position is 
auch as to enable it to maintain its proud 
superiority as the commercial metropolis 
of the Dominion. It also Jays claim to be 
a most important manufacturing contre, 
and probably no other city in the Vominion 
has profited so much by the wise protective 
policy of the Government as has Montreal. 
It has not only the noted sugar refineries 
and immense cotton factories, which have 
been built up by this policy, but thoro aro

Although only in the market for 
the last two or three years, they haye sup- 
plied large orders from all parts of the 
Dominion, including Manitoba and 
Prince Edward Island. Mr. Gallagher 
left on the 15th for Prince Edward island, 
to superintend tho plantingof some 8,000 
vines, for which they had received orders 
from that Province.

PRINGE EDWARD ASSIZES 
Verdict of Manslaughter 


Six months in Gaol. 








(By our own Reporter.) 
Picton, 21st Oct., 1880. 

The Court pened this morning at 9:30 for 
the hearing of whe defence of the prisoner 
Thomas Thompson. ‘The room was as densely 
crowded as it was during yesterday, aud the 
interest taken in the trial as intense and deep 
as before, One of the jurors complained of 
illness, but the case was allowed to proceed. 

The evidence adduced in behalf of the pris- 
oner went to throw doubt on some portion of 
the testimony of the girl Catharine Vincent 
and James Pierson, who by his discharge be- 
came a witness and gave evidence, as did also 
his wife; to the effect that after Amans was 
thot and Thompson entered the room where 
Mrs. Pierson was, no«3ach remarks as ‘* By 
G— I’ve shot hun,” or ‘ Yes, by G— I have” 
were made by Thonipson. Other witnesses 
swore as to marks on the window glass and 
window frames that were maie by human 
hands, 

At this juncture (1l o'clock) the juror al- 
luded to above was stized with an epileptic 
fit, and the Court adjourned for two hours. 

A telegram from Picton announces that the 
jury, after half an hour's deliberazion, 
brought in a verdict of manslanghter 
against Thompson. He was sentenced to im- 
prisonment in tho common gaol for six 
months. 





Fatal Accideat at Bancroft. 
Killed by a Runaway. 





A melancholy accident, attendei with the 
loss of Jife, took place juet below the village 
of Bancroft on Saturday evening about 7 
o'clock, Mr. John Powers, blacksmith of 
Bancrott, was returning to his farm in Dun- 
gannon, about 2) miles from here, in company 
with his son Albert, a promising young Lian 
about 20 years old, who was driying a team of 
horses, In going down a hill something gave 
way about the tongue, causing the waggon to 
run foul of the horses, which caused them to 
run away, throwing both father and son out. 
lt is supposed that the son held on to the 
lines until he struck a log, the horses having 
left the road, when the waggon striking also, 
broke, throwing out the heavy sprizz seat, 
which struck the young man on the back of 
the head and neck; causing a deep wound and 
seyering the neck-bone from the head, causing 
instan’ doath. 


Ou the father’s returo, end making the sad 
occurcjce known, numbers turned out and 
brougut the body to the Bancroft House, Mr: 
Davy’s, where I examined the head, which 
was not bruised, but found the neck broken 
and advised that the corpse be removed to his 
father’s house, which was done,quite a number 
of the villagers following, 

The funeral took place at L’Amable on 
Monday at 2 p. m. and waslargely attended 
for so short anotice, some going 7 or 8 
miles. It was estimated that not less than 
200 persons were present. ‘Ihe services were 
conduc ed by Rey. Mr. Wheeler, Methodist 
minister, Iam told his discourse was very 
impressive. Deceased was a most dutiful, 
obedient and affectionate son and brother, 
estimable in life and conduct, and was much 
respected by all who knewhim. His loss will 
be severly felt by tho family as well as 
throughout the community. Surely ‘‘in the 
midst of life we are in death.” —Com,

ditions are secured, that they are secured 
is sufficient, The following reasons may 
be given ; viz: milk readily absorbs odors 
andthe odors are concentrated in the 
eream ; with stagnant air, the natural odor 
of the fresh milk, which is disagreeable to 
some persons, cannot be remoyed in th» 
dry air and the cream becomes of a lea- 
thery toughness, and often produces apecks 
in the butter, and always makes an inferior 
quality. When milkis kept on the ground 
in the cellar or milk-house, it is brought 
into contact with the coldest air, in which 
all the bad odors of the place are condensed. 

At a higher temperature than 60° the 
milk will sour and often thicken beforo 
the cream has risen, and.to have the best 
butter, the cream should be taken from 
the sweet milk. Ata lowor ‘temperature 
than 45° the color of the cream is much 
lighter, and the butter will be too light in 
color ; besides, these is danger of freezing, 
and frozen cream will not make good butter. 
Téthe milk pans are not quite sweet and 
} clean, the milk will sour too soon. With 
too much light the butter will not have 
the rich, deep color that/is desired, 

/ When the milk is brought in from the 
cow-stable, or the shed, it is strained at 
once-into the pans, and these are put away 
in the place provided for them. If it is not 
strained at ofce, somie'cream will rise, if 
the-milk is rich, and this cream will be

_ The first thought on waking this morn- 
Ing was, “here we are in the valley of 
Ohamouni, right under the shadow of 


MONT BLANC, 

that wo had studied about in childhood 

und found on the map of our atlas,” We 
sprang up, and walking to the window 
found it was really there, Yes, true 
enough, there itstands! right over onr 
heads, as if blocking out our very existence 
— pyramid of dazzling snow—the three 
rounded domes of the summit cutting their 
forms with icy distinctness on the intense 
blue of the aky. You must wait and have 
a good breakfast, and even then you can- 
not rush out and up Mont Blane ad libitum. 
You must goin the regular appointed way, 
with a guide, The matter of guides iv 
thoroughly systematized here, As a sailor 
knows ayery rope, aud spar of his ship,and 
seems to identify his existence with her,so 
these guides their mountains. The moun- 
tains aro everything to them, their calon- 
dar, their book, their newspaper, their 
barometer, their education and their live- 
lihood, 

About 8 a. m. we are mounted on mules 
ready for the ascent. Our guide only un- 
derstands French, therefore my friend and 
self can abuse his mules, outfit, &c., with- 
eut his understanding what we are talking 
about. My friend observed as soon as I 
mounted, that my mule was evidently safe 
and stupid. You may reat assured, said 
he, that no erratic fires, or influx of new 
ideas will ever lead him to desert the old 
paths, and pitch you over a precipice, 

Hoe had an advantage in being able to 
speak French well, and after asking the 
guide some question, tried to comfort me 
stillmore by informing me that the guide 
was not certain of my saddle girth being 
strong enough to hold the saddle in a dan- 
gerous place, but if I should slip off back- 
wards I could save myself by grasping, and 
holding fast to the mule's tail. 

We are off. We pass the village, and 
enter a road banded with green turf, and 
soon begin to ascend. We keep winding 
among the pine trees till we come almost 
under the glacier called the Mar de Glace. 
A fairy like cascade falls down from under 
its pillars of ice over the dark rocks—a 
cloud of feathe:y foam—and then streams 
into the valley below. We now begin to 
thread a zig-zag path on the steep side of 
the mountain, and my friend who is ahead 
shouts back, ‘look out for that old, unsafe 
girth, here.” Each mule keeps his nose 
close to the heels of his predecessor. The 
guide ahead, my Finland friend next, and 
your correspondent bringing up the rear, 
My friend's mule, apparently from a§habit 
of abetract-meditation, which seemed to 
come on him in very inconvenient localities, 
would stop now and then, in some most 
dangerous placa, and back down till he got 
good footing. The idea seemed to strike 
him all of a sudden that he was an ill-used 
beast, and that he’d be hang’d if he went 
anotherstep. His stopping, often stopped 
my animal in some very critical locality, 
just on the verge df a precipice or while 
ascending some rocky stairway. About 
noon we reached a board shanty, as near 
the top as it is possible to go on mules. It 
is rather a discoursging reflection that one 
should work his passage, with a club, on a 
mule’s back tor four hours to get to such a 
desolate place as these mountain tops are ; 
nothing but rocks and snow; ashanty, 
with a show case full-of minerals, articles 
of carved wood, and Alpine flowers for sale. 
In these show cases the Alps are brought 
to market as thoroughly as it can be done 
by Swiss ingenuity. The chamois figures 
largely ; there are purses of chamois skin, 
walking-sticks and alpenstocks tipped with 
chamois horn ;sometimesan entireskin, horns 
and all, hanging disconsolately downwards. 
Then all manners of crystals, such as are 
found in the rocks, are served up—agate 
pins, rings, seals, bracelets, cups, cuff 
buttons and snuff-boxes—allof which are 
duly urged on your attention ; so that in- 
stead of falling into raptures at the sight of 
Mont Blane, the regular yankee tourist 
begins to drive a bargain for a cane, or 
some other memento. Leaving our mules 
tied in a shed, we climed for another hour, 
when I was glad to hear that it would not 
be safe, at this season of the year, to pro- 
ceed further. Our guide pointed ont every 
feature with great accuracy and minutiae, 
I must confess, I felt somewhat disappoint- 
od after such an effort. As long as we see 
only glimpses, and imagine there is much 
more that we do not see, the mind is kept 
in a constant excitement and play; but 
come to a point where you take in the 
whole affair and your mind is apt to fall 
listless. 5 

Returning to the shanty we partook of 
luncheon, and made the descent in about 
three hours. Itwasa lovely afternoon ; 
the sun had got over the Mont Blano side 
of the world, and threw the broad, cool 
shadow of the mountain quite across the 
valley. As we passed down the side of 
the mountain, everything seemed so beau- 
tiful, so thoughtful and so calm, All the 
goats and cows were in motion along the 
mountain paths, each one tinkling his little 
bell, and filling the rocky nooks with gentle 
melodies. The linos of these cattle-pathe 
run like threads all along the sides of the 
mountains, The cattle are of a much smaller 
breed than wo have in Oanada, but are 
very handsome. 

Leaving Ohamouni we retraced our 
ateps to Villeneuve and proceeded thence 
by steamer to

The Provincial Government, in the 
transfer of Mr. Steadman, who was charged 
with brutality towards the prisoners in the 
Central Prison, from that institution to the 
Penetanguishene Reformatory, sot a bad 
precedent. They have done still worse by 
following out that precedent, in appointing 
Capt. Prince, the former Warden of the 
Central Prison, to be Registrar of South 
Wellington, and transferring Mr. Massio 
from the Wellington Registrarship to the 
Wardenship of the Central Prison. The 
double shuffle has been severely commented 
on by the press, and even the Guelph 
Mercury, one of their most pliant organs, 
feels constrained to condemn the transac- 
tion, which it does as follows : 

«€ As to the transfer of Captain Prince to 
the Registrarship of South Wellington that is 
not so pleasant a matter to deal with. There 
has been much talk in the newspapers about 
this gentleman, and notafew charges have 
been brought against him in connection with 
his management of the Central Prison. Not 
little scandal has also been circulated about 
his habits &c., which has tended to prejudice 
the public mind against him, The Govern- 
ment have cleared him of the charges as 
affecting his dutiesas Warden, and there is 

little doubt that the scandal referred to has 
boen greatly, and for a purpose, exaggerated, 
But the fact remains behind that the Goyern- 
ment felt that they could not keep him any 
longer in the position he held, that his ‘‘ use- 
fulness was gone,” and that they niust provide 
him with another office. They have chosen to 
put him into the Registrarship of South Well- 
ington. No doubt they didso with the best 
intentions, and on the ground that no positive 


Ser eae him hed been proved. But it 
will be hard for the Reformers of this Riding 


to accept the transfer, or to acquiesce in the 
convenient way the Government have of 
shaping things to suit this extreme stretch of 
their principle of expediency, or to prevent 
them from believing that this Riding is now 
regarded as a convenient refuge for politicians 
of faded reputation, or for office-holders whose 
record and habits render them unsuitable for 
the positions they held in other places, sud 
who are canveniently analoriedt off in our 
much patronized Riding.” 

There can be no doubt that the action 
of the Government was wrong in both 
cases. Messrs. Steadman and Prince were 
charged with serious offences and ought 
either to have been honorably acquitted or 
discharged from the public service. Our 
Ontario rulers rendered a verdict of ac- 
quittal in each case, but practically 
acknowledged the truth of the charges by 
removing the accused from the positions 
which they held and placing themin other 
places in the public service. Shilly-shally- 
ing is the characteristic of Mr. Mowat’s 
Government, which ought for such con- 
duct to receive the condemnation of all, 
irrespective of party. They haye proved 
unworthy of public confidence and ought 
themselves to be removed from office.

Marine Disasrers.—Tho year 1879 was 
one of the most disastrous ever known in 
the annals of England’s morcantile ma- 
rine, as faras the [ndian waters arecon- 
cerned. The complete wrecks were 289, 
while the casualities amounted to 292, The 
circumstances accompanying many of these 
individual losses were in some cases har- 
rowing in the extreme, as for instance, in 
that of the foundering of the Hindostan 
off the Coromandel Ooast, when 250 per- 
ished, or that of the collision between the 
steamers Ava and Brenhilda, in the Bay of 
Bengal, in which the former went down all 
standing, and 70 lives were lost. Nor will 
the destruction by fire of the Sandhurst on 
the high seas have passed away from men’s 
memories, nor the May cyclone which 
whirled up the Indian Ocean, desolated 
the western harbours, and drove on the 
shore, or during the 10daya of its continuance 
sent to the bottom no less than 200 vessels, 
only small coasting craft perhaps, but still 
of vital importance to the commerce of the 
Bombay native ports. Oarelessness on the 
part of pilots or masters, the absence of 
proper compasses or the necessary equip- 
ments, or the age and rottenness of some 
of thecraft, accounted for the loss of only 
23, the fury of the elements or fire being 
rasponathla forthe romeindor,

Zanzibar Favors a National Poucy 


A Zanzibar correspondent of the Austrian 
Monatsschrift for the Hast contributes 
some-useful notes on the trade and indus- 
try of that place. The chief industry is 
the manufacture of cocoanut oil, and muc 
of this is carried on by means of rude na- 
tive presses. Although there are very 
primitiye and much of the oil is lost, yet 
on account of the cheapness of the nuts,the 
industry is very profitable, and. the quality: 
ofthe oil wonderfully good. A French 
house had set up a hydraulic press for the 
work, but it was pulled down and another 
improved one put in its place, which pro. 
mises to be very successful. Seyeral seasa- 
mum presses haye also’ been set 1p. Sugar 
ia wn article which every day rises in im- 

ortance, and may in 4 short time be ex- 
ported in great quantity. At present 
there are six or eight factories, in 
which only molasses is mostly produced. 
Recently, howover,the Sultan has obtained 
the materials for a sugar factory from Bng- 
land, and the machinery 18 now being ‘set 
up. There are some soda water manufao- 
tures, partly in tho hand of Goanese, and 
partly of Hindoos. Then there are the 
establishments of the Sultan for the manu- 
facture of ice and soda water, oil presses, 
flour and rice mills, and # yery excellent 
machine-repairing work. The French mis- 
sion has also an establishment for repairing 
machinery and tools, which does » great 
deal of work. There seems to be a want 
of good workmen at Yanzibar, since neither 
the Goanese nor the Hindoos know vory 
woll how to nse their hands. From the 
latest Customs’ returns the imports of the 
island amount to 24 million Maria Theresa 
dollars, divided among the different articles 
as follows; Ootton goods, eight millions ; 
woollens, 250,000; silk goods, 150,000 ; 
woapons and ammunition, 1,800,000 ; metal 
goods, 14 million j glass and pottery, it 
million ; petroloum, 500,000 ; beads, 6 
millions ; spirituous liquors, 200,009 ; to- 
bacco, 75,000 ; flour and farinacoous foods, 
750,000; various, 2 millions. Tho bulk 
of the imported goods is a into the into- 
rior by carayans from Dar Kis Salam, Baga- 
moy, and Whinde.

The Longest Bridge in thé World. ‘The Montreal Bxhibition. 










































































The new bridge whichshas beentbuilt for 
the Orenburg Railway ovor the Volga, at a 
distance of 17 verscte from Syzran in the 
Saratov government, is how completed 
and 6xcedds in length ‘all othe? bridges yot 
constructed.

Peril in a Mine. 


Ettect of the Late Storm at Silver 
Islet—l’he Mine Flooded—Nar- 
row Hscape of the Miners. 


(From THE MAIL). 


The many dispatches and accouuts of lake 
disaste's Have already giveo an idea of the 
fearful: ‘violence of the recent storms, but 
nothing has yet been published which has 
given as graphic a picture of the fury of the 
gales on the great lakes as the following al- 
most verbatim extract from a letter received 
by Mr, Robert Saunders, of this city, from a 
gentleman residing at Thuoder Bay. The 
letter was written just after tlie gale hid par- 
tially subsided: 


‘Speaking of stormy, we are now in the 
midst of the most fearful one known he-c for 
ten years past. Saturday was frightful; 
awful. It commenced about ono a, m,, and 
at eleven the lake was mountain high, | We 
noticed Jota of timber driven in on the waves, 
and several of us faced the storm and climbed 
His sopke to get a glimpse of 


SILYBR ISLET. 

We saw toour fiorror the waves rushing 
through the middle of the Islet between the 
machinery houses and shaft of the mine, and 
the boarding-houses. Just then a steam 
calliope on the Island s unded ‘alarm,’ and 
algo signaled foy the tag. Watching out 
(before the tug’ got out) we saw two buildings 
go down beforethe waves, and as the storm 
permitted we noticed the’ breach of waters 
widen more'and more, whilst dense cloyds 
of spray shot up against and over thé houses, 
shops and steam ongine house, threatening to 
engulf them. The tug went out but could 


not get to,within fifty or sixty feet of the 
islet wharf, and she, too, was in great danger, 
having to run into ‘J’ea (1) Harbor, a distance 
of two miles, beforo . she could turn 
round to regain her port, Sho brought 
word ‘that thé eastern breakwater was 
broken in two at the middle, and the 
ponth-eastern part totally destroyed, letting 
the whole forco of the storm on the engine 
and hoisting houses, ‘ho waves poured over 
the destroyed breakwater carrying’ Ings and 
atones upon their crests, and goon had piles 
of debria over and around the other piers aud 
connecting bridges, The water forced ita-way 
rouod ppior the ‘bod,’ aud poured down the 
mine to the lmminent danger of the miners 
below, who, unaware of the dauyor, wore still 
at work. Volunteers Wore called for, and two 
noble follows—(‘rank Martin aod snothér 
nained Fellowa—reaponded, and started on 
their périlous mission, Going! down to tho 
bottom of the mine they went on’ up to the 
workiny gallery, gathered the men, and start- 
ed back.’ At/the bottom of thé smine was 
yow ten feot of water atid it wav) potting 
down the shaft ina torrent. At last sevent 

winutes after eteriing, they roiurned safe 
with the men, all deenstred oh the skin 1 te
